WASHINGTON, D. C. March 12. 
— The Japanese legation has 
received the following cable- 
gram from the Foreign Office 
at Toklo, dated today: 

"The armies on the Shakhe quarter 
reported up to Sunday morning the fol- 
lowing approximate ligures, which are 
Htill Increasing; 

Prisoners: Over 10,000 Including 
Major-Gen. Nachmos.s. 

Russian corpses on the field — 2C,!300. 
Other Russian casualties — DO, 000. 
Trophies — Two ensigns, GO guns, GO,- 
000 rllles, 150 ammunition wagons, 1,- 
000 army wagons, 200,000 shells, 2,5,- 
000,000 shots for rllles; 7-1,000 bushels of 
grain; materials for light railroad for 
■IG miles, 300 wagons for light roads, 2,- 
000 horses, 23 Chinese carts full 
of maps, 1,000 Chinese carts full of 
clothing, 1,000,000 portions of bread, 
ir.0,000,000 pounds of fuel 223,000 bush- 
els of horse allowances, and 125,000 
pounds of hay. 

The report from the Slngklng quar- 
ter has not yet been received. 

This morning prior to the receipt of 
the foregoing cablegram, the Japanese 
legation received the loUowtog cable- 
gram from ToMo: 

"Beporta received In the afternoon of 
March 10 shotir our various detach- 
ments hotly 

Pursuing The Enemy 
from ,all directions and inflicting con- 
siderable damage upon him every- 
where. Occupied on the afternoon of 
March 10, the line extending thirteen 
miles to the north of Hunho and are 
still continuing pursuit on March 11. 
. "Our detachments, which proceeded 
northward- on the morning of Karch 11 
from the neighborhood of Puho met a 
large columti of the enemy retreating 
northward "and after a hand-to-hand 
flght we enveloped the column, which 
finally surrendered. 

"Near Mukden we ;iro now engaged 
in clearing the remnants of the routed 
enemy, some of whom still continue re- 
situince while the others come to sur- 
reiider. _ 

"Heaps of Russian corpses are 
Found Dead (Everywhere. 
"According to the report received the 
night of March 11, the number of Rus- 
sian prisoners was estimated up to 
March 10 at 20,000, and since then It Is 
continuously Increasing, 

Our casualties since Feb. 20 to the 
morning of March 12 were 41,222."

WHILE GEN. KUROPATKIN HAS APPARENTLY SUCCEEDED IN SAVING MORE OF HIS ARTIL- 
LERY THAN SEEMED POSSIBLE, HIS LOSSES IN MEN, AMMUNITION AND COMMISSARIAT SUP- 
PLIES IN THE BATTLE OF MUKDEN ARE FAR GREATER THAN. EARLIER REPORTS INDICATED, 
AND EVEN THAT PORTION OF HIS ARMY WHICH HE HAS SUCCEEDED IN RESCUING FROM THE 
POSITIONS AROUND MUKDEN IS STILL IN SERIOUS DANGER. THE JAPANESE GENERALS, REAL- 
IZING THAT WITH A LITTLE MORE SPEED THEY COULD HAVE INFLICTED A CRUSHING DEFEAT 
ON THE RUSSIAN ARMY AFTER THE BATTLE OF LIAOYANG, DETERMINED NOT TO ALLOW AN 
OPPORTUNITY TO PASS, AND ARE FOLLOWING AFTER THE DEFEATED AND SORELY TRIED 
RUSSIAN FORCES. WHILE A SMALL PORTION OF KUROPATKI N'S ARMY HAS REACHED TIE PASS 
THE GREATER PART OF THOSE WHO ESCAPED FROM THE BATTLE OF MUKDEN ARE STILL 
STRUGGLING NORTHWARD, BEING AT LAST ACCOUNTS BETWEEN 12 and 16 MILES FROM THEIR 
GOAL, WITH THE JAPANESE, FLUSHED WITH VICTORY AND REINFORCED BY FRESH MEN, HAR- 
RASSINQ THEM FROM ALL SIDES. EVEN SHOULD THE REMNANT OF THE ARMY REACH TIE 
PASS, IT IS HARDLY POSSIBLE FOR IT TO MAKE A STAND THERE AGAINST THE OVERWHELM- 
ING FORCE OPPOSING IT, ESPECIALLY AS THE RUSSIANS MUST BE WORN OUT AND WEAKENED 
BY THE LOSS OF MEN, GUNS AND AMMUNITION. IT IS MORE LIKELY THAT KUROPATKIN WILL 
FALL RIGHT BACK TO HARBIN WITH WHAT HE CAN SAVE AND WAIT THERE FOR THE REIN- 
FORCEMENTS THAT ST. PETERSBURG ALREADY HAS PROMISED HIM, A POSSIBLE 018TACLE 
TO THIS PLAN IS GEN. KAWAMURA'S ARMY, WHICH HAS NOT YET BEEN LOCATED AND WHICH 
MAY ALSO BE HEADING FOR THE NORTHERN CAPITAL." GEN. KUROPATKIN ADMITS 1,190 OFFI- 
CERS AND 46,931 MEN ARE MISSING FROM ROLL CALL. THE WOUNDED HAVE BEEN SENT 
NORTH. THIS IS RATHER VAGUE. IT MAY OR IT MAY NOT INCLUDE THE THOUSANDS OF 
WOUNDED WHO HAVE BEEN SENT NORTH, AND AGAIN IT MAY NOT INCLUDE THE LOSSES SUF- 
FERED BY THE THIRD ARMY, WITH WHICH THE COMMANDER IN CHIEF WAS NOT IN COMMUNI- 
CATION FOR SOME TIME. THE FIGURES GIVEN BY THE JAPANESE WAR OFFICE APPEAR MORE 
REASONABLE— NAMELY, 40,000 PRISONERS, 26.500 LEFT ON THE BATTLEFIELD, AND 90,000 KILLED 
OR WOUNDED, THE LATTER FIGURE, OF COURSE, INCLUDING THE DEAD FOUND BY THE JAP- 
ANESE. THE RUSSIAN LOSSES, THEREFORE, TOTAL OVER 100,000 MEN OR MORE THAN ONE- 
THIRD OF THE WHOLE ARMY. .THE FACT THAT THE JAPAN ESE REPORT THE CAPTURE OF 
ONLY 60 GUNS INDICATES THAT KUROPATKIN AT THE LAST MOMENT SUCdEEDED IN SEND- 
ING A CONSIDERABLE PORTION OF HIS ARTILLERY NORTHWARD ON THE RAILWAY; THE JAP- 
ANESE LOSSES UP TO THIS MORNING WERE REPORTED AS 41,222, NOT INCLUDING THE ARMY 
WHICH PUSHED NORTH BETWEEN MUKDEN AND FUSHUN. 

OFFICIAL RUSSIA HAS DETERMINED TO CARRY ON THE WAR, AND ST. PETERSBURG RE- 
PORTS THAT ORDERS HAVE BEEN ISSUED FOR THE MOBILIZATION OF MORE TROOPS. THIS 
MAY PROVE A DIFFICULT TASK WITH THE TEMPER OF THE PEOPLE IN ITS PRESENT CONDI- 
TION . THERE IS STILL HOPE IN ST. PETERSBURG THAT RUSS I A CAN EXHAUST -JAPAN FINAN- 
CIALLY AND FOR MONTHS THERE HAS BEEN TALK OF MOBILIZATION OF AN ARMY ON THE SI-

TER.S, Monday, Mar. G.— (Even-

Kankyachien was captured this 
afternoon. From a small hill 
General Olcu's Headquarters, Mon- 
day, March C. — (Evening) — Via Tien- 
tsin, starch 12. — Kankyachien was cap- 
tured this afternoon. From a small hill 
two miles west the advance and attack 
were plainly visible. Kankyachien is a 
small village In an angle two miles 
north and then four miles woat of the 
railway. Tlie Japanese on March 5 oc- 
cupied villages half a mile west and 
north of Kankyachien after a hard fight 
and this morninj? began the attack on 
Kankyachien, heavily bombarding It 
with Held guns and howitzers from an 
abandoned nallway embankment a mile 
southwest. Russian guns east of the 
village replied, obliging the Japanese to 
bring up more guns to look after the 
Russl.aii batteries. Until afternoon the 
artillery duel continued, thousands of 
shells being exchanged, the Japanese 
pouring their fire Into the village and 
the .Russian artillery positions and the 
Russians attempting to flnd.the Japan- 
ese batteries searchlngf the ,plain„west 
of Kankyachien, "where hiindreds of 
shrapnel and percussion shells from 
field guns and six Inch howitzers fell 
uselessly, the only Japanese on the 
whole plain being occasional mounted 
orderlies. The Russians also heavily 
bombarded the Japanese In the villages 
east and north of Kankyachien, which 
they had taken March 5, and set fire 
to the villages. At 2 o'clock In the af- 
ternoon the Japanese bombardment 
was resumed, hundreds of percussion 
shells and shrapnel being rained on the 
village and setting flre to the roofs of 
Chinese houses. 

^.t 3 o'clock Gen. Oku left the shelter 
tent at the foot of the hill, and, mount- 
ed on his horse, took his place on the 
summit ot the hill with his big field 
glasses. A few minutes, later the 

Infantry Attack Began. 
The task bad been gi'\cen to a famous 
division from northern Japan. The at- 
tack began with the advance of a dozen 
men who rushed several hundred yards 
across the plain and dropped behind a 
cover. They were followed by another 
small section and then by another. 
AVhen about a company had been as- 
sembled, the advance was continued In 
the same manner. The Russians threw 
hundreds of shells at the advancing 
men, cutting them up badly, but not 
-stopping the advance. Scores of men 
dropped and remained where they fell 
while the others advanced, after whi'.'li 
some painfully returned to the starting 
point, braving the Russian shells again. 
One party of nve started to return, but 
only one of them arrived at the shelter. 
At the same time an advance began 
from the western village, men going 
forward in the same manner. From 
an old railway embankment a long col- 
umn straggled forward at wido Inter- 
vals to reinforce the western village. 
The Russians shelled at the advancing 
men, unmercifully killing or wounding 
scores; but the advance never stoiiped. 
A rifle Are from the village cut wide 
gaps In the advance, but still the Jap- 
anese aid not halL The last third of 
the distance the men could advance 
only In short rushes. Finally after the 
last rush came, the men disappeared in 
the village, and the rifle flre was trans- 
ferred to the other side of tlie village, 
while the Japanese artillery re-opened 
flre, A few moments later the tele- 
phone operator on the hill reported that 
the

a new army will be raised and the 
forces in the Far East reorgan- 
ized, that Vice Admiral Rojest- 
vensky will be ordered to sail on 
and try conclusions with Togo, 
and that the war will bo prose- 
cuted to the bitter end. 



Tills Is the present temper of Emper- 
or Nicholas and his dominant advisers, 
contained In a firm announcement that 
the position of Russia is unchanged 
and that the Initiative of proposals can 
only come from Japan. Should the 
Island Empire choose to tender "mod- 
erate" terms and recognize its adver- 
sary as the first power In the Far East, 
peace could be easily arranged; but the 
voice of her diplomacy m various parts 
of the world indicates that she Is not 
ready to do this, and the Kusslan gov- 
ernment, 'With the full 'magnitude of 
the disaster at Mukden still .'.undeter- 
mined, but -with the '1905" ■ campaign 
seemingly already hopelessly comprohi- 
Ised, retreat to Harbin. Inevitable and 
Vladlvostoek practically lost, ' declares 
that the time has not yet Qbthe 'when 
Russia can be forced to humble herself. 

It is reported that the despatch of 
two new . army ' corps, including the 
Fourteenth from. Poland and several 
smaller 'iihlts, has' already been deter- 
mined upon and, that plans for further 
mobilization are under discussion. 

But while this is 

■ fho„.Offioial.. Attitude, 

nothing but peac^.vtialk is heard on the 
St. Petersburg'BtreetSi The difficulties 
of another mobilization on a large 
scale win be enormous. In fact. It Is 
stated In some quarters that It will be 
Impossible. Nevertheless it might be 
accomplished. The real hope, however, 
for anything like a successful termina- 
tion of the war is admitted to rest upon 
the prospects of the financial exhaus- 
tion of Japan. Russian resources. It is 
figured, can stand the drain better than 
those of .Tapan, and a protracted cam- 
paign, It is hoped, will bring about Jap- 
an's financial ruin. Financial Minis- 
ter Kokovzoff, at the conclusion of a 
conference on the national finances a 
few days ago, is said to have tapped 
the table before him and exclaimed: 
"We can 

Win th» War at This Desk." 

The Russian capital is still In ignor- 
ance of the nature and extent of the re- 
verse In Manchuria. The only inform- 
ation of its magnitude Is that which 
has been derived from the few Toklo 
telegrams that have been allowed to 
be published here. To the censor at 
Tie Pass the word "prisoner" does not 
exist, and not the slightest Intimation 
of what. If any, units and organizations 
have been cut off and captured has 
reached this city either in Gen. Kuro- 
patkln's ollicial despatches or In re- 
ports from correspondents at the .front. 

Aside from the reports given but by 
the War OHice there is practically no 
information of the progress of events, 
the newspapers' desp.atches received 
yesterday being principally those liled 
liefore the retreat began and transport- 
ed to Tie Pass amon.g the papers of the 
telegraph olllce. It is declared that at 
the moment that Gen. Kuroki's wedge,

tion of the sealing scliooner Agnes G. 
Donahue, of Halifax, owned by Captain 
'•■ S.-Baifioin.' of . this city, and 'in command 
of CaptaJU Matt Kyan. The schooner 
was sealing off . the Uruguayan' coast 
In November last, wheii she was, seized 
by a gunboat of the South American 
• republic, wkilch claims that her crew 
' -were sealing within prescribed limits. 
The .vessel was t6wed to Montevideo, 
and in a trial no violations of the law 
.-wereL proven against the vessel. A now 
, trial was ordered by the Ur iguayauH, 
however, and she was detained, to- 
gether with Captain Ryan and his 
crew. The sealers, other than the 
schooner's master, have just been re- 
leased. There were a large number o£ 
skins on board, valued at soiiie forty 
thousand dollars, and. with accumulat- 
ed wages, demurrage and loss of pos- 
sible earnings, the owners seek to se- 
cure a total of $05,000 in damages from 
the Uruguayan government.

A Victoria Collector Secures Three 
Ancient Coins of Beauty and Value. 

Mr. Lanilsberg, the curio dealer on 
Johnson street, baa just become tho 
lucky purchaser of some very rare and 
anclGiit coins. They Include a re- 
markably fine specimen of the old 
(Jreek silver heinl-diachiii, struck by 
the city of Mitylone some 300 years 
B. C. This hemi-drachni Is In an ex- 
cellent state of preservation, being al- 
most as when issued by the mint. On 
the obverse Is a portrait of the ruler, 
and the reverse bears the arms of the ' 
ancient city. The coin is'Ulghly prized' 
bjr: enthusiasts, partly oh itficbmitvOf Its; 
extreme rarity and partly because of 
Its beauty, the' workmanship being 
fully equal if. not. superior to anything- 
pxoduced-jn modern, times. 
.'Another interestlngf.coln'ls a curious 
Persian' silver ;araclim of about 300 A. 
D. On ,th6-/obverse', there Is a very 
quaint' repres^hlatiojii: of the ttfen dic- 
tator, and'O'n ttie^ reverse ls"ah'own the. 
flre-altar ofl&raster, the prophet and 
founder of the Parsee: ' religion,-, gener- 
ally known as flre-worshlppers. Owing 
to their scarcity and the high value 
placed upon therii ' by the Parsees 
themselves. It is rare indeed for one to 
find Its way Into the hands of a private 
colloctnr, particularly when it Is any- 
thing like 111 perfect condition.

" The lust despatches from ,St. Peters- 
burg would seem to Indicate the pos- 
sibility — even probability — bit the pro- 
tracted battle of Mukden Plain proving 
the beginning of the end of the terrible 
war. There Is no denial or conceal- 
ment at the Busslan capital of the com- 
pleteness of the Japanese triumph; 
and, .stunned by runudativo diKastoi'.s, 
the iieopie of ilie nation cliunor fur an 
early peace. Tliey are satiated with 
blood — the cry of the widow and the 
orphans has penetrated the palaee 
wall.s. Kxpodieney, loo, dictalen Ll)an- 
dcnuieut of furtlier .struyii-lhi!^' airahi.sl 
tlie inevitable. Ru.s.sia lia.s li-arned the 
lesson of her siicceH.sive deCoats. ]Ier 
pride Is humbled In tiie dust, and notli- 
Ing can obscure the fact that continua- 
tion of the war means for Russia but 
augmentation of the total of butcliored 
men and added Irluniplus for tlio 
enemy's arms. Peace must be souglit, 
though ignominious. The war has 
been comparatively short, but so great 
liave been the antafronlstio forces and 
so frightful tlie carnage witli "civiliza- 
tion's" perfection of engines of de- 
struction, that the world has sickened 
at its horrors. Humanity demands a 
halt. It is safe to say that the argu 
nient of horrors presented by tlie con 
flipt In Manchuria has done more 
toward the advancement of universal 
arbitration of international differences 
than all the peace conferences ever 
yet projected. And while Russia, in 
seeljing peace on the lieels of cruslilng 
defeats in .series, must pocket national 
pride, slie need, feel no shame for the 
reputation of her individual soldiers. 
The stock of the nation is sound 
Years of residence in a fool's para- 
dise — of tlie erection of a crushing load 
of official incompetence In high places, 
the inevitable result of uncontradicted 
degeneracy— of stagnation in national 
thought and movement — and of servile 
subjection of the blood, bones and 
brains of the Slav race have brought 
the natural punishment — ^no more^ To 
continue the war further would be lit- 
tle short of madness for Russia. She 
is not a united nation, and the volcano 
of popular imrest and real rfeform 
threatens at any time to overflow the 
empire wit h a lava tide of revolution . 
The possibilities of the new and re- 
conatructert Russia still furnish food 
for proud and lofty contemplation by 
true friends of the Muscovite people.

The business established 
by the New Knglond Fish Company^in 
fresh halibut, 'now featured as one of 
the greatest delicacies oC the Kastern 
market, canio next in order. And to- 
day llnda no fewer than half a dozen 
Strong companies In organization, the 
purpose of which Is to exploit and 
make contributory to provincial busi- 
ne.s.s the immense I'esources of adja- 
cent waters. In salmon, in cod, In hali- 
but, in herring,' and in a variety, of 
other excellent food fishes. It is, In 
tlie ojiinlon of exports, not by any 
means too optlnil:itic to say tliat in the 
vicinity of "Vancouver Island there exist 
greater resources In fishery wealtli 
than In all other portions of Canada. 
And tlie present trend of industrial ac- 
tivity apparently Indicates that tlie ad- 
vent of fishery operations on a large 
scale, giving eniployinont to a numer- 
ous and industrious population, is 
dawning.

It Is to the 
presence of dispassionate and common- 
sense leaders In the local labor ranlcs 
very largely that Victoria enjoys Im- 
munity from disastrous strikes, while 
at the same time the legitimate rlglils 
and Interests of the workers are no- 
where more effectually safeguarded. 



The proposition which the Canadian 
Bankers' Association has made to the 
fedei-al govora'ment looking to the 
alleviation of the American silver nuis- 
ance, is one wliich will commend itself 
to the good Judgment of business men 
throughout the Dominion. It Is, In brief, 
that tlie government should arrange 
for the banks to take United States sil- 
ver from the public, reimbursing the 
banks for the charges on shipping it 
out of the country, the banks to take 
at the same time from tlie government 
an eiiuivalent amount in Canadian sil- 
ver. Under such an arrangement the 
silver circulation of this country would 
be quickly relieved of a large portion 
of its foreign coin at comparatively 
trilling expense, and an immediate de- 
mand would be created for llie product 
of our own new Canadian mint, a prod- 
uct on every dollar of which, it must 
be remembered, our government will 
make a profit of nearly fifty cents.
